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REMARKS 

Claims 1 through 3, 5 through 66, 74, and 77 through 86 are currently pending in the 
application and subject to an Election of Species Restriction Requirement. AppUcants have 
amended claims 1, 29, 66 and 74 herein. 

Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, to prosecute the species of invention as set 
forth in claims 66, 78, 79, 83, 84, and 85, illustrated in drawing figures 111, 12A, 12B, 13 and 
14A-19D. 

AppUcants consider claim 66 to be generic to all species of inventions and claims 78, 79, 
83, 84, and 85 to be generic at least with respect to the elected species and the species identified 
by the Examiner as being illustrated by drawing FIGS. 11, 12A, 12B, 13 and 14A-19D, and note 
that upon allowance of a generic claim, any claims depending therefrom in a non-elected species 
would also be allowable.
